Coup Malice or Difaffe€tion with any Plaufibility 
refer to any Court in Europe, that might be fuppofed 
not to have fhewed the full Regard to Great Britain 
which his Majeity and the Nation deferve, perhaps an 
ill-meaning Writer might mifconftrue the flow, cautious, 
and unwilling Proceedings of the Durch, in every thing 
which tended to fuccour the Emperor, as difrefpectful to 
Britain, who vigoroufly preffled them to arm in Readi- 
nefs for his Relief, if France would not hearken to 
Reafon.

Anp even if this Perfon had lefs Credit with the 
Party in Oppolition, if he were withdrawn from Poli- 
ticks, or from the World itfelf, the Dutch might na- 
turally fear, from the fatal Example of his Treachery 
tothem, the Confequences of a Change in the Admi- 
niftration, and in the Meafures of the Adminiftration, 
as both are commonly joined together. 

Ir is therefore plain to the Underftanding of all 
Men, that, if the Dutch did not aét up to the Spirit of 
his Majetty’s Councils, ic was not from any mean Opi- 
nion of his Minitters, but from a jutt Apprehenfion, that 
the uncertain Events of a War might too powerfully 
affect the Fortunes of thofe Minitters; that in any 
violent Commotion of Europe, the Scene might be 
changed in Britaiz, the Brit Minifters ruined, and 
the Britifo Allies undone by the Violence of a Faétions 
rellefs to engrofs all Power, and to gratify unjutt 
Revenge, though at the Expence of. their Country's 
Honour, and the common Intereit of Nations. 

Ir is fhewn in the enfuing Difcourfe, thar this Dif. 
advantage to his Majefiy’s Councils hath encreaied the 
Reputation of his Wifdom and Refolution in inrmounte 
ing every Difficulty: And furely, if the unreatonable 
Oppofition in this Country made the Peace of Europete 
dithcult to reftore, the Oppo/ers will at length be thamed 
into Reafan and Duty, will acknowledge the Bleffings 
of a Reign whieh hath faved them, in common with 
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thé whole Nation, in fpite of their own Perverfenefs, 
atid made the Crown of Great Britain confiderable 
abroad, notwithitanding the ungrateful Endeavours to 
weaken and difhonour it at Home. 

Turse, GenxtTiemen, are finéerely my Senti 
ments, which however they prevatl as to your Con- 
widion, will, 1 doubt not, have their full Effect in 
your Confutation 1 will make no Returns to any other 
Part of your Paper, as not being relative te my Sub- 
ject, and as not being likely to make any Impreflon, 
after fo fhocking a Falfhood in fo effential and im- 
portanta Point.
